Hi folks: 

Between the heat of discussion of book deals and "cat pee" (which I am 
guilty of bringing up also, sorry jack), I'd thought I would let you 
folks know of another addition to my shack: a Collins 312-B3 speaker. It 
arrived yesterday in good shape but needing some TLC. The screws mounting 
the speaker were the wrong kind and the speaker itself was the oval type 
found at Radio Shack. The first order of business was to take the speaker 
apart and clean up some of the junk. I rinse out some of the dust and 
applied Meguiar's Cleaner to the cabinet. Took off most of the 
"scratches" and cleaned up much of the dirt. Next, I cleaned up the trim 
ring. After that, I went directly to my local hardware store and picked 
up some of phillips head screws which were a near match to the original. 
Only one problem: the screw heads were silver. The original came out in 
black! I ended up buying some flat black enamel from the store and some 
600 grit wet or dry sandpaper and roughed up the surface of the screw 
heads. I applied black paint to the surface in successive coats. Screws 
look like the original black ones that came with the unit. Now I'm going 
to replace the front standoff screws with stainless equivalents. Looks 
like I applied too much torque to one and snapped it in two. Oh well, I 
guess I just don't know my own stength. Next in line is to retrieve a 
mint condition 75-S3 from a friend of mine. Why the B3, you ask? Well, 
this particular S-3 will not be mated to any 32 S-line xmtr. I decided to 
make a CW/AM station with the restored Ranger 2. I like the warm sound 
that the 75-S3 receiver makes and with my RS DSP unit, it will make a 
dandy CW rig (forget the onboard 200Hz unit. The darn thing is too tight 
and rings!). Next phase is to get my Navigator back on line. But that is 
another story on the continuing saga of my BA classic station.

Gang, 

Thanks to Scott Robinson's advice I got started in the right 
direction and fixed my cooked Hammarlund. By breaking the circuit into 
parts and working my way out from L6 I found that R59 (2.2K) was smoked. 
Replaced it and it quickly got hot again and smoking so I investigated 
and found C85 (pair of 0.04uF disk caps) was breaking down. Not easy 
to tell without just lifting them and powering up the radio to see if 
it started cooking again. Read about 26-30K to ground either way with 
them in or out of circuit. Only difference with the caps in the reading 
seemed to vary a bit up and down. Why do they have to be under the switch 
mechanism? Pain to get at! 

Wasn't easy figuring what was what either without a parts 
layout but I guess I'm learning all the time. 

If you checkout the HQ-180 schematic you will see R59 and C85 
are attached to T6/T7 between the 2nd converter and the 60KC IF amp. 
Don't know why they would put two @.04 caps in parallel. I replaced 
them with a @.047 uF 630V ‘metalized film tubular' cap from AES and 
the radio is singing away just great. Got a real nice mellow sound 
and seems like the sensitivity improved a bit. I'm letting it run 
and keeping an eye on it to make sure I've got it all straightened 
out. 

I wonder if bypass caps going out are a common problem in 
Hammarlunds. I've heard of a couple of other models with similar 
things happening. Also heard that they came with disk caps so this is 
the first BA I've found that way. Used to wax paper tubulars and hard 
plastic shell ones from Hallicrafters. And am I the only one who finds 
the 7 and 9 pin smaller sockets hard to figure out pin 1 and so on? 
Maybe just my eyes. 

Boy, that sound great. Is this a great country or what!

Greetings, all. Those with long memories or extensive backup files 
may remember my "Gotta Have It" message of some months ago. The 
object of passion in that message was a HRO-50T1. I'm happy to report 
that a receiver of that very model arrived to day, complete with A, B, 
C, D, E, F, AA, AC and AD coils, but without speaker or manual. Upon 
first examination, it appears to be in good condition but seems to 


have been the victim of some slight shipping damage at the hands of 
the cretins at UPS. Thus my first of what may be many questions. 


The first indication of rough handling was the dial drum which was 
out of its mount on the left side, as one faces the receiver. This 
was easily put right, but the small BAND knob does not cause the drum 
to rotate. I note that there is a small wheel on the band knob shaft 
apparently intended to cause drum rotation through friction against 
the aluminum disk affixed to the drum shaft. At the moment, that 
wheel is a good 1/8" away from the disk. At the right side of the 
drum, I note that there is a sort of hat-shaped aluminum cylinder 
about 3/4" in diameter with a rim of slightly larger diameter. This 
is on, and able to slide along, the shaft of the OSC knob, with a 
spring behind it. It's not clear to me what this is intended for but 
the end of the drum shaft is between it and the receiver front panel. 
Intuition says that the drum shaft bearing might be intended to ride 
along the rim of the cylinder, in which case the rim would be between 
the bearing and the front panel, but to what purpose I can't tell. 


So, is there anyone with sufficiently intimate knowledge of the 
HRO-50T1 who can tell me the proper arrangement of these components 
and how the dial drum can be made to rotate once again?

As some of you may recall, I purchased what was labeled as a R-390 
(but turned out to be a R-390A inside) a few months ago. Amazingly 
enough it came to life with little trouble, and the dial calibration 


is even tolerable. This will never qualify as a collector unit, so 
I did not hesitate to add an MOV surge suppressor across the primary 
of the power transformer (to protect the fragile looking AC micro- 
switch from arcing during turn-off) and an inrush current limiter (to 
be kind to the transformer windings during turn-on). This unit has 
had several modifications made for shipboard use, one of which bothers 
me: the two rectifier tubes have been replaced by solid state diodes 
without any series resistors. This is consistent with the Navships 
manual that came with the set, but it still seems like a bad idea. 
Do any of the assembled R-390(A) experts have comments on this? I 
would like to know the usual current load on the HV line, and also 
the voltage drop expected across the original tube rectifiers, so 
see if it is practical to add some appropriate dropping resistors. 
(The obvious plan of removing the solid state diodes and restoring 
the tubes would be difficult as the two tube sockets have been 
quite throughly mangled by whoever did the modification.) Thank 
you for any advice you may have.
